
Mayor: Londoners stand united 
against the ‘barbaric’ terrorists

Londoners have vowed to 
show their determination and 
not to be cowed by the terror¬ 
ists following Saturday nights 
attacks. 

The Mayor of London, 
Sadiq Khan, said: “As Lon¬ 
doners, we will stand together 
in solidarity to remember 
those who were killed or in¬ 
jured in this horrific terror 
attack. There can be no justi¬ 
fication or excuses for these 
barbaric, cowardly attacks. 

“By standing together as a 
city we will send a powerful 
message here and around the 
world that Londoners will 
never be cowed by terrorism. 

“I want to express my deep¬ 
est gratitude on behalf of all 
Londoners to the police and 
emergency services for the 
speed and bravery of their re¬ 
sponse. Once again they ran 
towards danger while encour¬ 
aging others to run to safety. 
All Londoners are grateful for 


their efforts.” 

The Mayor held a vigil last 
night to honour and remem¬ 
ber those people killed and in¬ 
jured during the London 
Bridge terror attack. 

Also the area’s traders who 
were left devastated by the 
terror attack on Saturday 
night, when seven people 
were killed, showed their re¬ 
solve by opening up the fol¬ 
lowing night. They said 
would not react with fear to 
the attack. 

The attackers were dead 
within eight minutes of the 
first 999 call to police. 

They had deliberately 
driven their hire van at 
pedestrians on London 
Bridge then, when it was 
driven into a traffic light, 
they jumped out and began 
indiscriminately attacking 
people with knives. 

Kamal Hussain, owner of 
The Blue Eyed Maid pub in 
Borough High Street, said it 
was important to be available 
for police guarding the scene 


and to show that the terror¬ 
ists would not win. 

“I was in the pub at 10pm 
when people started running 
in,” he said. “There was a lot 
of confusion - people shout¬ 
ing and crying. It was sheer 
panic. Everyone was really 
terrified. We stayed open on 
Sunday night and since then 
to make a point. We wanted to 
provide a service to everyone 
in the area, from the police to 
residents.” 

Hammersmith and Fulham 
council leader Stephen 
Cowan said: “The innocent 
people killed and injured 
come from many different 
countries and backgrounds 
but all were enjoying a Satur¬ 
day night in London because 
it is a city where people live, 
work and get along together 
like no other place on earth. 

“Those that attacked us did 
so because their poisonous 
ideology sees that as a threat 
to how they think the world 
should be. We must stand 
firm against them.”

Hospital staff to take on 
three peaks for charity

A team of cancer specialists at a 
London hospital are to climb 
three of the UK’s highest moun¬ 
tains in a single day to raise 
£20,000 towards a brand new pa¬ 
tient care centre - the first of its 
kind in the UK. 

Surgeons, dieticians and other 
experts at St Mary’s Hospital in 
Paddington hope to hit the 
heights of Snowdon, Ben Nevis 
and Scafell Pike in the space of 
just 24 hours. 

The fund-raising effort will 
help pay for a new centre sup¬ 
porting patients with cancers of 
the oesophagus and stomach - 
known as OG cancers. 

It would provide a dedicated 
space for the hospital’s award¬ 
winning Prepare team to ready 
patients for life-changing sur¬ 
gery and their subsequent 
recovery. 

The Prepare for Surgery pro¬ 
gramme is partly funded by Im¬ 
perial Health Charity and brings 
together health specialists from 
different areas of expertise to 
give patients the best chance of 
making a full recovery after 
surgery. 

In May, the team’s 10 core 
members were named Surgical 
Team of the Year at the British 


Medical Journal Awards and 
also picked up the Patient Part¬ 
nership prize. 

Now they are aiming to take 
the programme’s success to the 
next level by raising tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds towards a dedi¬ 
cated care centre. It would be the 
first multi-disciplinary peri-op¬ 
erative care centre in the UK. 

The team say climbing the 
three peaks will be a symbolic 
challenge, mirroring the three 
stages of the patient experience - 
preparation (^rehabilitation’), 
surgery and rehabilitation. 

Venetia Wynter-Blyth, Nurse 
Consultant within the team, 
said: “At the heart of the pro¬ 
gramme is the idea of using the 
‘teachable moment’ when pa¬ 
tients are diagnosed with cancer 
to help them make sustainable 
lifestyle changes. 

“We take account of the bigger 
picture, shifting the focus away 
from their illness and giving peo¬ 
ple the confidence to take control 
of their functional, nutritional 
and psychological wellbeing in 
preparation for surgery and re¬ 
covery.” 

Last year Imperial Health 
Charity awarded a grant of al¬ 
most £100,000 to develop the pro¬ 
gramme. 

The money has helped to deliver 
personalised support for dozens 


of patients before and after sur¬ 
gery, including physical train¬ 
ing, psychological assessments, 
respiratory exercises and nutri¬ 
tional guidance. 

The surgery itself is complex 
and can last up to 12 hours with a 
period in critical care and more 
than a week recovering in hospi¬ 
tal. But the results have been 
hugely positive so far - patients 
are spending less time in hospi¬ 
tal and experiencing fewer post¬ 
operative complications. 

Krisnha Moorthy, the team’s 
consultant surgeon, said: “Our 
results have demonstrated a sig¬ 
nificant improvement in post-op¬ 
erative outcomes. Most 
importantly, far fewer patients 
now have post-operative compli¬ 
cations like pneumonia.” 

The team will begin the Na¬ 
tional Three Peaks Challenge at 
Ben Nevis on the evening of Fri¬ 
day, June 30 before catching a 
bus through the night in time to 
start Scafell Pike the following 
morning. The climb will be 
rounded off at Snowdon later in 
the afternoon on Saturday, July 
1 . 

They hope to raise £20,000 to¬ 
wards the overall cost of the new 
care centre. To sponsor the team 
see www.justgiving.com/ 
fundraising/PREP AREfor- 
surgery.

The borough’s biodiversity commission 
will work alongside the council to find 
ways to improve the borough for animals 
and plants. 

The commission, comprising a con¬ 
cerned group of Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham residents, launched a survey seeking 
residents’ views on what can be done by 
the council and individuals to improve the 
local environment for wildlife. 

The consultation closes on Monday, 
19, so be sure to have your say before 
then. 

“We’re grateful for everyone who has 
completed the consultation so far, but 
need as many residents as possible to 
give us their input,” said Morag 
Carmichael, chairwoman of the biodiver¬ 
sity commission. 

“Time is running out for many species 
globally, so it’s imperative we act locally 
to preserve species, particularly those 
such as bees, on which much of our food 
supply depends.” 

The commission is inviting residents to 
have their say on ways to improve Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham for wild animals 
such as hedgehogs and bats, birds, but¬ 
terflies, bees and plants, to help make the 
borough as green as possible.

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Boss is guilty after 
men fall to deaths

A company director has been 
found guilty of failing to protect 
his staff after two of them died try¬ 
ing to rope a sofa into a house via 
a first-floor window. 

Martin Gutaj, 44, of Ferry Lane, 
Brentford, and his company Mar- 
tinisation London Limited were 
found guilty at the Old Bailey on 
Friday, May 19 of failing to under¬ 
take an adequate risk assessment 
and offer training to two con¬ 
struction workers who fell to their 
deaths. 

Gutaj was found guilty of two 
counts of failure to discharge a 
duty to ensure the health, safety 
and welfare of employees, con¬ 
trary to section 33 (1) and section 
71 (1) of the Health and Safety at 
Work Act 1974. 

Martinisation London Limited 
was found guilty of two counts of 
corporate manslaughter, contrary 
to section 1 (1) of the Corporation 
Manslaughter and Corporate 
Homicide Act 2007 and two counts 
of failure to discharge a duty to en¬ 
sure the health, safety and welfare 
of employees, contrary to section 
33 (1) and section 71 (1) of the 
Health and Safety at Work Act 
1974. 


Gutaj was bailed to appear at 
the same court on Friday, July 7 
for sentencing. 

The court heard how on No¬ 
vember 21, 2014, Tomasz Procko, 
22 and Kyrol Szymanski, 29 - both 
Polish nationals - went to work 
that day and never returned 
home. 

The men were working at a con¬ 
struction site in Cadogan Square 
run by Gutaj’s company. 

The square in Chelsea was once 
home to England football manager 
Sven-Goran Eriksson and former 
Chelsea and now Manchester 
United manager Jose Mourinho. 

During the course of the day the 
men were asked to perform a lift¬ 
ing operation at height without 
supervision and the requisite 
training. 

The victims were not provided 
with a plan, method statement or 
risk assessment prior to the task 
being undertaken, thereby expos¬ 
ing them to the risk of serious 
harm. 

The idea was for the workmen 
to use a rope to haul a sofa over a 
balustrade and into a first floor 
apartment. 

Advice from an experienced 
and reputable lifting company on 
how to carry out the process 
safely was ignored due to time and 


budgetary constraints. 

Both workmen fell after rail¬ 
ings on the balcony gave way 
whilst the furniture was being 
manoeuvred into premises. 

Police were called shortly after 
10am and officers, paramedics and 
London’s Air Ambulance at¬ 
tended. 

Tomasz Procko was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

Kyrol Szymanski was taken to a 
central London hospital in a criti¬ 
cal condition, where he later died. 

Detective Sergeant Simon 
Rogers, from the Homicide and 
Major Crime Command, said: 
“Tomasz Procko and Kyrol Szy¬ 
manski fell to their deaths during 
the lifting operation which was 
entirely foreseeable and 
avoidable. 

“Martinisation London Limited 
and the operation director Martin 
Gutaj failed in their duty of care to 
protect the men. 

“This was a complex investiga¬ 
tion led by the Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice Service who worked closely 
with Heath and Safety Executives 
over a 30-month period. 

“We hope that the verdicts offer 
some comfort to the bereaved fam¬ 
ilies who have continued to sup¬ 
port the investigation 
throughout."

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Stroke survivor 
charity set to 
expand services 

A charity helping stroke survivors get 
their lives back on track is set to 
expand its services across three 
London hospitals and introduce a 
new interactive programme for eld¬ 
erly survivors after receiving a 
£69,500 grant. 

The City of London Corporation’s 
charitable funder, City Bridge Trust, 
has given £69,500 to InterAct Stroke 
Support, based in Westminster, to 
provide more support services to 
stroke survivors across London. 

The funding will go towards pro¬ 
viding one-to-one live readings with 
professional actors to stroke sur¬ 
vivors on a regular basis in Charing 
Cross (Hammersmith and Fulham), 
Clayponds (Hounslow) and King’s 
College Hospital (Lambeth) in a bid 
to relieve boredom and isolation, at¬ 
tempt to stimulate memory and lan¬ 
guage recall and boost psychological 
wellbeing. 

It will also fund an annual 10-day 
interactive workshop programme for 
elderly stroke survivors who have 
just left hospital. 

The grant is expected to benefit 
1,920 Londoners. 

Alison Gowman, chairwoman of 
the City of London Corporation’s City 
Bridge Trust committee, said: “Feed¬ 
back from users, clinicians and evi¬ 
dence from research indicate that 
the readings alleviate depression, 
enhance wellbeing and boost reha¬ 
bilitation outcomes. 

“The programme will enable more 
people to get the support they need 
to get their lives back on track both 
in and out of hospital after surviving 
a stroke.

Praise for school which is ‘good with outstanding features’ 


Inspectors have heaped praise on 
Flora Gardens after staff transformed 
the once struggling Hammersmith 
primary school. 

Headteacher Sam Naismith said 
the school, in Dalling Road, was rated 
as ‘requires improvement’ last time 
Ofsted paid a visit in March 2015. 

At the time, Mr Naismith had been 
in post for just three weeks. 

Inspectors said there was a lot of 
work to do but were pleased to see 


the difference Mr Naismith and his 
team had made and saw it was going 
in the right direction. 

Two years later and inspectors 
have rated the school as ‘good with 
outstanding features’. 

They were particularly impressed 
with the pupils’ personal development, 
behaviour and welfare. They said a 
particular success story is the 
achievement of disadvantaged pupils. 

Ofsted inspectors were particularly 


impressed with the pupils’ personal 
development, behaviour and welfare. 

And parents and teachers alike 
have been delighted with the change. 

A previous high level of staff 
turnover meant about 65 per cent 
were supply teachers when the school 
was last inspected. None have left this 
year. 

Inspectors praised the governors, 
saying they “effectively hold leaders 
(management) to account for the im¬ 


proved quality of education”. 

They added that governors “play an 
important part in securing good qual¬ 
ity teaching” and ensure funding is 
used well to help disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren and those with additional needs. 

Inspectors highlighted the opportu¬ 
nities for children to learn music and 
sport to a high standard - something 
else Mr Naismith is particularly proud 
of. It includes hiring a full-time PE 
teacher and working with musicians 


from Wigmore Hall.. 

They were also impressed with the 
range of lunchtime and after-school 
clubs which have gone from just one 
to a total of 18. 

More and more parents have been 
enrolling their children and pupil num¬ 
bers have risen from 180 to 220 since 
2015. 

“Parents have seen the change and 
are voting with their feet,” said Mr 
Naismith.

Police wear cameras to 
help case against crooks

“It will make a genuine dif¬ 
ference to the work carried 
out by the front line officers 
in Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham. It will capture images at 
a scene that can then be pre¬ 
sented to court, assisting 
courts in making informed 
decisions on convictions and 
sentencing. The use of BWV 
in other parts of the Metro¬ 
politan Police Service has 
been shown to reduce con¬ 
frontation and complaints 
against police officers. 

“It is vital that the commu¬ 
nities of Hammersmith and 
Fulham have confidence in 
my officers’ ability to support 
victims of crime. I know that 
the use of this technology will 


enhance this by directly 
recording criminal behaviour 
and the consequences that it 
has. 

“The data that is down¬ 
loaded by the camera will be 
dealt with in a secure, system¬ 


atic and professional manner. 

“The accompanying soft¬ 
ware is of an excellent quality 
and importantly is linked to 
our existing procedures for 
the management of evidence 
with an accountable chain.”

The first couple to get married at Ful¬ 
ham Library have said they were de¬ 
lighted with the new venue. 

Emma Saunders tied the knot with 
her husband Toby, pictured above, at 
the Grade ll-listed building recently. 

“It was brilliant, a really nice space, 
with all the flowers, all my friends, it 
was just fabulous,” said Emma. 

“We were able to decorate it our¬ 
selves and the registry office staff 
were really helpful. 

“It was spot on, exactly how we 
wanted it to be. It was a bit different 
and everyone was impressed.” 

They booked Fulham library, in Ful¬ 
ham Road, after looking at a host of 
other locations. The couple live in 
south London but have family in Ful¬ 
ham. 

Built in 1908, the library’s main hall 
has space for up to 120 guests. It has 
well-maintained features, such as 
original wooden book cabinets, which 
can provide the perfect backdrop for 
photographs. 

The library - which is situated 
close to Parsons Green Tube station - 
is easily accessible by public transport 
and by car. 

Emma and Toby got married in April 
and have recently returned from their 
honeymoon in Bali. 
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Police officers from Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham have 
taken to the streets wearing 
Body Worn Video (BWV). 

Volunteer Police Cadets 
(VPC) have assisted with the 
ongoing roll-out of cameras 
and were on hand to person¬ 
ally issue BWV accessory 
packs to around 400 front line 
officers and Police Commu¬ 
nity Support Officers 
(PCSOs). 

Additional cameras will 
also be available for specialist 
departments. 

The cadets have been an 
ongoing support to the BWV 
Project Team, who are re¬ 
sponsible for the roll-out of 
22,000 BWV kits. 

For the past six months the 
cadets have been assisting 
the project team by loading 
BWV accessory packs with 
useful tools for each officer. 

Inside the packs, officers 
can find literature for hand¬ 
ing out to the public, a BWV 
aide memoire, a spare Klick- 
fast docking device, which en¬ 
ables officers to attach the 
BWV to their clothing, and 
headsets to listen to stored 
footage. 

The cameras have already 
shown they can help bring 
speedier justice for victims. 

They have proved particu¬ 
larly successful in domestic 
abuse cases, where there has 
been an increase in earlier 
guilty pleas from offenders 
who know their actions have 
been recorded. 

BWV will offer greater 
transparency for those in 
front of the camera as well as 
those behind it. 

Londoners can feel reas¬ 


sured during their interac¬ 
tions with the police, whilst 
BWV will also help officers 
gather evidence and demon¬ 
strate their professionalism 
in the face of the many chal¬ 
lenges involved in policing 
the capital. 

All footage recorded on 
BWV is subject to legal safe¬ 
guards and guidance. The 
footage from the camera is 
automatically uploaded to se¬ 
cure servers once the device 
has been docked and flagged 
for use as evidence at court or 
in other proceedings. 

Video not retained as evi¬ 
dence or for a policing pur¬ 
pose is automatically deleted 
within 31 days. 

If the public wish to view 
footage taken of them they 
can request, in writing, to ob¬ 
tain it under freedom of in¬ 
formation and data 
protection laws. 

The request must be within 
31 days of the incident unless 
it has been marked as police 
evidence and therefore 
retained. 

The cameras are worn at¬ 
tached to the officer’s uni¬ 
form and do not permanently 
record. This ensures interac¬ 
tions with the public are not 
unnecessarily impeded. 

Members of the public are 
told as soon as practical that 
they are being recorded. 

When the camera is record¬ 
ing, it is highly visible with a 
flashing red circle in the cen¬ 
tre of the camera and a fre¬ 
quent beeping noise when it 
is activated. 

Hammersmith and Fulham 
borough commander, Chief 
Superintendent Gideon 
Springer, said: “Body Worn 
Video is an exciting new tool 
for the borough.

T he 1973 romantic drama The Way We Were is 
perhaps best remembered these days for its 
hugely successful theme tune sung by 
Barbara Streisand who also starred 
in the film. But the film itself 
was a big hit and remains a 
fascinating piece of cine¬ 
ma, for all sorts of rea¬ 
sons. 

It tells the story of an 
American couple 
through the turmoil of 
war and then 
McCarthyism. 

The co-star is Robert 
Redford who plays 
Hubbell Gardner, a 
handsome and privi¬ 
leged WASP for whom 
everything is effortless. 

Streisand is terrific as a 
New Yorker with intense 
political preferences, a role that 
maybe, just maybe, she was born to 
play. 

Hubbell Gardner is a cool type who doesn’t do 
intensity, and Streisand is Katie Morosky, a 
relentless cause-monger and committed activist. 
They are opposites, but as everyone knows, 
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opposites attract, at least for a while. 

Morosky is something of a political archetype. 
What she wants is “passionate intensity” and 
revolution. 

She constantly brandishes her own flawlessly 
radical opinions while berating others for not 
sharing them, much to the embarrassment of 
Hubbell Garner. 

And when her political heart-throb - Stalin - 
turns out to be something of a disappointment, 
there is no lingering shame or embarrassment; 
she simply transfers her affections to the latest 
new cause. 

Her type is alive and well today and they are 
probably right now concluding that perhaps 
it’s time to take down their posters of Hugo 
Chavez. 

Which brings me to the general election on 
Thursday. 

In Kensington, the contest is between Victoria 
Borwick and Labour councillor Emma Dent Coad. 

In Emma world we Tories are pitiless and 
selfish. 

All she could find to say about our new £30 
million leisure centre in North Kensington 
was that it was destined to be a “voyeur’s 
paradise”, because it is made of glass. 
And when it came to our new £30 
million secondary school her protest 
was that it should have been built on a 
better site, though I never managed 
to pin her down on where that site 
was.

Get a grip on 
business rates 

The Federation of Small 
Businesses (FSB) is con¬ 
cerned about the uncertainty 
surrounding the business 
rates relief initiatives prom¬ 
ised to small firms in London 
at the Spring budget. 

Small businesses were 
given a cast iron guarantee 
that the general election 
would not delay implementa¬ 
tion of rates relief initia¬ 
tives. The £300m hardship 
fund for councils promised 
by the Chancellor and 
Communities Secretary in 
the budget was a significant 
win that FSB fought hard to 
achieve. 

Over one third of that 
funding was promised for 
London boroughs. 

Every London borough 
has known its fund alloca¬ 
tion since April, so they 
should not be chasing small 
business owners for inflated 
bills as they have not got 
round to devising their dis¬ 
tribution schemes. FSB calls 
on the Government to issue 


guidance to local authorities 
that puts a moratorium on 
pursuing small businesses 
for these incorrect bills - 
which would need to be 
refunded as soon as a local 
authority gets its house in 
order. 

The first order of business 
for the Communities 
Secretary in the next 
Government should be to get 
a grip and make sure the 
promised help is delivered in 
the first month of office.

Young people 
have their say 

Many young people are 
turned off by modern poli¬ 
tics. In turn, some politi¬ 
cians can disregard young 
people’s needs as they are 
less likely to vote. And so the 
vicious cycle continues. 

Straight after the EU refer¬ 
endum, pollsters said that 
just 36 per cent of people 
aged 18 to 24 turned out to 


vote, and a collective finger 
was pointed at a generation 
for not bothering to have 
their say. But we now know, 
thanks to research by the 
London School of 
Economics, that the turnout 
was actually 64 per cent. 

The Brexit vote showed 
that young people who have 
grown up as EU citizens felt 
strongly enough to visit the 
ballot box, and the obvious 
question is whether the 
result would have been the 
same if 16 and 17-year-olds 
had been allowed to have 
their say. At Barnardo’s we 
support the lowering of the 
voting age to 16 in 
Westminster elections to 
ensure greater representa¬ 
tion of young people at a 
national level. 

With yet another vote 
looming on June 8, young 
people have another chance 
to influence national politics 
- including the 750,000 
British teenagers who were 
too young to vote in last 
year’s referendum. 

Young people all around 
us are shaking off the labels 
the older generation have 
given them and proving that

S unday, May 22 was the 
three-year anniversary of 
the council elections in 
which local people voted 
to give the job of running our bor¬ 
ough to my fellow Hammersmith 
and Fulham Labour councillors 
and me. 

People voted for us from across 
a wide variety of political persua¬ 
sions. My colleagues and I have 
always remained grateful to all of 
them and absolutely determined 
to make our residents proud. 

There’s much we’ve done, 
which I’ll report on over the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

Here’s a report on what we’re 
doing to modernise the council 
and put more money back in our 
residents’ pockets. 

Over the last six months, the 
Mail on Sunday, BBC Radio 4 s 
Today Programme, The Evening 
Standard, The Sunday Times and 
a host of other media have all 
reported that Hammersmith and 
Fulham’s Labour administration 
runs the only council in the coun¬ 
try to abolish charges for adult 
social Care, while being one of the 
only councils in the UK to freeze 
council tax this year. 

The Daily Politics programme 
reported that we’re the only coun¬ 
cil in the country to offer our resi¬ 
dents better value now than we 
did 20 years ago. In fact: we are the 


only administration 
London to cut council tax 
this electoral term;

Unlike our pred¬ 
ecessors we do not 
enjoy a generous gov¬ 
ernment council tax freeze 
grant because that was abolisibas 
two years ago.

- we respectfully ignored their 
advice and kept our residents’ 
bills low. 

So how have we been able to do 
all of this?

Fixing this is a work in 
progress, but we are making sig¬ 
nificant progress. We’re cutting 
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62.6 million of wasteful coun¬ 
cil spending such by:

• Using big 
data to plan 
services

Raising commercial 
revenue 

• Better procurement, negotia¬ 
tion and management of contracts 

• Paying off the council's debt 

• Cutting the number of council 
offices 

• Cutting senior management 
and restructuring the council, 
while retaining and recruiting 
some of the best people in 
local government and training 
and up-skilling our staff so 
they’re empowered to do more. 

We’ve also taken a hard-nosed 
approach to negotiating with 
property developers - winning a 
record £219 million from them 
which we’re using to do many 
things such as building the largest 
number of genuinely affordable 
homes in ten years and put the 
greatest amount of council-funded 
police on the streets in the bor¬ 
ough’s history. 

We think our borough has a 
chance at being the best place to 
live and work, the best place for 
business, and the very best coun¬ 
cil. Delivering that is what moti¬ 
vates my fellow Labour 
councillors and me. 

We remain ever grateful to all of 
the 22,163 people who voted for us 
three years ago and gave us the 
opportunity to do this.

Jewellery firm 
receives award 
from Queen 

A jewellery company set up by a 
Fulham mum-of-four has been 
recognised with a business award 
from the Queen. 

Merci Maman founder Beatrice de

“We are so honoured to receive

Merci Maman employs 22 people 
in London, and another three in Paris.

Capability Brown back home 


Capability Brown once 
more gazes across a beloved 
stretch of the Thames after a 
statue commemorating the 
influential landscape 
designer was unveiled in 
Hammersmith. 

Lancelot ‘Capability’ 
Brown is one of Britain’s 
best known and most influ¬ 
ential landscape designers, 
responsible for creating 
some of the most impressive 
and inspiring grounds in the 
UK, including those at Syon 
House, in nearby Brentford. 

The statue was unveiled 
to mark 300 years since his 
birth at its riverside loca¬ 
tion in Distillery Wharf, 
near Chancellors Road, 
where he lived with his wife 
for 13 years. 

The statue was paid for 
through a fund-raising cam¬ 
paign, led by the 
Hammersmith Society. 

“Capability Brown was 
without challenge England’s 
greatest landscape design¬ 
er,” said Richard Jackson, of 
the Hammersmith Society. 

“Following the national 
celebrations for the ter¬ 
centenary of his birth in 
2016, the Hammersmith 
Society agreed to support a 
campaign to commission a 
statue to be sited by the 
river in Hammersmith, 
close to where he lived with 
his family, for 13 years. 

“It was during this time 


that he designed his greatest 
landscapes, including 
Blenheim, Petworth, 
Chatsworth, Burghley and 
Alnwick.” 

Capability Brown worked 
on more than 250 estates 
across England and Wales, 
covering around 200 square 
miles. His aim was often to 
create landscapes that 
although man-made, looked 
natural. 

Many of Brown’s land¬ 
scapes are owned by the 
National Trust and can still 
be visited, explored and 
enjoyed today. 

Among them, they 
include Stowe in 
Buckinghamshire, 
Petworth in West Sussex, 
Croome in Worcestershire, 
the Ashridge Estate in 
Hertfordshire, the Wimpole 
Estate in Cambridgeshire 
and Dinefwr in 
Carmarthenshire. 

In 1764 Brown left 
Hammersmith when he was 
appointed royal gardener 
for Hampton Court by King 
George III and moved into 
the palace grounds.

Drones surveying homes 


Hammersmith and Fulham 
council has begun using 
drones to help survey its 
homes and identify repairs. 

Working with surveying 
company MLCS3, the coun¬ 
cil’s repairs and maintenance 
contractor Mitie launched the 
drone flights to help spot prob¬ 
lems with buildings faster. 
This should save the council 
money in the long-term, as 


well as improve services 
for tenants and leaseholders. 

“Using drones is just one 
way of improving our cus¬ 
tomer service to residents and 
spotting repairs more quickly 
and more cheaply,” said Cllr 
Lisa Homan, the council’s 
cabinet member for housing. 

“These drones are light, 
agile and impressive to watch. 
They will also save us a signif¬ 


icant amount of money - 
which means we can spend 
more on the repair and main¬ 
tenance of our homes.” 

The drones are most often 
used in place of ugly and 
expensive scaffolding. Over 
the past few months the coun¬ 
cil, with the support of the res¬ 
idents’ repairs working 
group, has used drones to help 
complete external surveys on 


properties at Burne Jones 
House on the Lytton Estate in 
West Kensington and 
Shepherds Court in 
Shepherd’s Bush. 

Drones are operated by spe¬ 
cially trained ‘pilots’ who can 
use the machines to record 
high-quality images and films 
of building exteriors, 
allowing the council to safely 
survey the properties from 


the ground for the first 
time. 

Once the drone is in the air, 
a surveying of a building 
takes just 30 minutes - com¬ 
pared to the days or weeks it 
would take using traditional 
scaffolding to complete 
inspections. 

“They are faster, cheaper 
and safer. What’s not to like?,” 
added Cllr Homan. 


A new car club allowing 
Hammersmith and Fulham residents 
to be the first in London to drive cars 
with zero exhaust emissions launch¬ 
es next week in Lyric Square, 
Hammersmith. 

The launch of Bluecity, at the 
council’s ‘eco fair’ will take place on 
Monday, from 11am until 2pm. 

Hammersmith and Fulham resi¬ 
dents who sign up to Bluecity at the 
fair will be able to enjoy a year’s 
membership and 20 hours of driving 
- for free. 

Bluecity is an electric car club 
where you can pick up a car from any 
local charging point. The council will 
have a network of 150 on-street 
electric vehicle charging points by 
the end of this summer.

properly? 

I know I have brought them 
up badly. They don’t tidy up 
after themselves, their rooms 
are a mess, they never offer to 
help with washing up, they 
throw their bags and coats on 
the floor the minute they 
come through the front door. 

They are starting to mum¬ 
ble at people when they talk, 
they have little in the way of 
table manners or being polite 
and courteous. I could go on, 
but I have had an exasperat¬ 
ing weekend of being the nag¬ 
ging mum trying to instil 
some order into my children’s 
lives. 

Does that make me a bad 
mother? My children aren’t 
bad, they just lack a lot of 


things. Like common sense for 
instance. Which I guess is a 
major factor. 

But I don’t blame them, I 
blame myself for not being 
stricter, not sticking to rou¬ 
tines and not being methodi¬ 
cal in my rules. Also doing 
everything for them instead of 
letting them do it. 

Personally, as a parent I 
can’t help thinking that I have 
failed miserably and now try¬ 
ing to reprogram the way they 
work is not easy and always 
ends with arguments. 

So what on Earth was I 
thinking when I agreed to 
bring a puppy home? 

I know that originally the 
idea was that it would stop the 
boys arguing and give them 
something to care for, take a 
bit of responsibility and get 
them out and about in the 
local park. 

Well, currently it’s not quite 
working out as I end up shout¬ 


ing at the boys because, as 
Sparky is not allowed out 
until his second jabs, he’s still 
stuck in our back garden for 
the time being. 

So I still have to tear the 
boys away from their gadgets 
to play with him. They don’t 
do it voluntarily. The boys 
still argue but now it’s about 
who is going to go and play 
with Sparky or pick up his 
poo. 

Now let’s move on to 
Sparky. A gorgeous labrador 
puppy who has settled in quite 
well into our chaotic home. 

However, this week I have 
been woken up every morning 
(OK, I volunteered to sleep 
downstairs next door to him) 
at 4am ready to open the back 
door and let him out to do his 
business. 

So there I stood at 4am com¬ 
menting on my puppy’s toilet 
business with the entire 
neighbourhood. 
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“Well done Sparky good boy, 
are you going to give mummy 
a poo now then?” Yes, I have 
been calling myself mummy 
to a dog. However, after he 
has relieved himself, he does¬ 
n’t want to go back to sleep, he 
wants to play, so I have to 
calm him down. This week I 
have spent time holding the 
puppy and cuddling him in 
my arms trying to send him 
off to sleep in the middle of 
the night. 

However, it’s not just cud¬ 
dling him to sleep it’s rocking 
him to sleep, thinking back to 
the time when the kids were 
babies and the way I rocked, 
swayed and moved them hop¬ 
ing it might have the same ef¬ 
fect on a puppy as it had on a 


baby. I even ended up singing 
him a lullaby. 

After a visit to the vets last 
week, as I was worried that 
his poo wasn’t the right 
colour or consistency, the vet 
has said to feed him on plain 
rice and chicken, great, an 
extra thing to have to do. It’s 
not enough any more to put 
his food into a bowl, now I 
have to cook special food for 
him. 

He is beginning to own us. 
He also sleeps on the couch, 
refusing to go into his crate. 
He picks up shoes and sur¬ 
rounds himself on the sofa 
with them. 

He has also dragged his 
toys and cuddly bears there as 
well and has made himself 


well and truly at home. 

When one of us tries to sit 
down on the sofa he nips us 
and doesn’t stop until we have 
removed ourselves from his 
claimed area. 

Another thing, as his blad¬ 
der control is non-existent, he 
just goes wherever he is 
standing at the time. It’s turn¬ 
ing into a nightmare. 

I have no control over this 
dog, just like I have no control 
over my children. They are 
all ganging up on me and are 
controlling me. 

I need to seriously come up 
with some solutions to sort all 
of them out quickly this week. 
At least I should be grateful 
that the kids are toilet 
trained. 
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A round 90 per cent of the 
people who see me for 
nutritional support have 
health issues which are 
made worse, or even driven 
by stress. Many of them 
don’t even realise how stressed they 
are until we do a test to measure 
their cortisol levels (the body’s 
stress hormone) and their adrenal 
gland function (the gland which pro¬ 
duces cortisol). 

We live in an age where stress is 
the norm. With high expectations of 
ourselves and others, we strive to be 
outstanding students, the best 
parents, shoot for the top in our 
career, create first rate homes, and 
aim for perfect relationships. For 
others, it’s an all-consuming battle 
just to make ends meet. 

Traumatic experiences such as 
accidents, divorce, bereavement, or 
abuse can be the trigger for disease. 

During consultations with my 
clients we sometimes do a timeline 
of their health and discover certain 
stressful life events coincide with 
the start of their poor health. 


Electrical devices are the most 
chronic daily strain on the nervous 
system. Research shows our internet 
addiction may impair brain 
structure and function especially in 
areas of the brain responsible 
for emotional processing, decision¬ 
making and cognitive control. 

Daily, low-level stressors like 
these can leave our nervous system 
constantly switched on, running 
high levels of cortisol over long 
periods of time. This causes the 
adrenal glands to work overtime. 

These grape-sized glands sit on top 
of the kidneys and require a 
constant supply of nutrients such as 
B vitamins, magnesium and 
vitamins C and E, to enable them to 
do their job. 

However, when we are stressed 
our ability to nourish the body is 
reduced, because one of the effects of 
cortisol is to shut down digestion. 

A stressor is a perceived threat to 
the body and as a result the nervous 
system switches into fight or flight 
mode. In this state we are primed to 
run away from danger, so the body 


focuses on getting oxygen and 
glucose to the muscles rather than 
less immediately important bodily 
functions, such as digestion. 

Our busy lifestyles often dictate 
that food is something to grab and 
eat quickly leading to a diet that is 
far from nourishing. 

As the food we eat provides the 
raw materials for neurotransmitters 
in the brain, this affects our mood 
and ability to cope with stress. It also 
affects our anxiety levels. 

While we can’t always avoid 
stressful situations, we can support 
our bodies to cope better. 

Here are 10 tips that might help: 

1. Keep your blood sugar balanced 
by eating regularly and consuming 
protein with each meal. Skipping 
meals increases your levels of 
cortisol so even if you aren’t hungry 
- try to eat something easy to digest 
like a nutritious smoothie. 

2. Eat sea vegetables such as 
nori sheets or dulse flakes which are 
high in B vitamins and trace 
minerals supportive to the 
adrenal glands. 


3. Try maca powder, it’s an 
adaptogenic herb which literally 
means it helps your body 
adapt to the stressful conditions it 
finds itself in. Add 1 tablespoon to 
your morning porridge or 
to a smoothie. 

4. Reduce or remove sugar from 
your diet. It depletes levels of 
magnesium which are essential to 
help you relax and counteract stress. 
Incidently, cacao is high in 
magnesium and serotonin (a 
neurotransmitter associated with 
good mood) so a little bit of dark 
chocolate might even be helpful - 
just try not eat the whole bar! 

5. Eat a wide range of brightly 
coloured vegetables which are high 
in vitamins B and C to nourish the 
adrenal glands. 

6. Avoid caffeine - it maintains the 
effect of stress hormone, cortisol and 
it upsets blood sugar balance which 
exacerbates stress and causes a 
whole host of other health problems. 

7. Feed the brain with good fats, 
especially oily fish such as salmon, 
mackerel, trout, anchovies, herrings 


and sardines. 

Also avocados, olives, olive oil, 
butter from organic grassfed milk 
(preferably unpasteurised), organic 
free range eggs, coconut oil, nuts 
and seeds. 

8. Take steps to address the stress in 
your life - make adjustments where 
possible to alleviate the pressure you 
find yourself in. Small changes can, 
over time, have a big impact. Work / 
life balance is key. 

9. Find a therapist who can help you 
navigate through the challenges life 
throws at you. 

Talking about it and releasing the 
emotions, although difficult, can 
actually be a huge relief. Sometimes 
it’s not enough to talk it through 
with friends and family. 

10. Find an outlet for relaxation - 
preferably a practice you can do 
daily such as meditation, yoga, 
singing, dancing, walking in nature, 
taking a bath, whatever it is - just 
spending 10 minutes per day 
‘being in the moment’ could 
be one of the greatest tonics to 
your health.

How do I know what type of 
hamster I have? What are the 
behaviour traits of each type? 

There are many different breeds 
of hamster, but the most com¬ 
mon include Syrian, Dwarf 
Russian and Roborovski. 

Syrian hamsters are the 
largest breed and the most popu¬ 
lar as pets. 

They must be kept alone but 
can become quite tame and enjoy 
the company of their owners. The 
remaining two breeds are much 
smaller and can be kept in 
same-sex small groups or pairs. 
They are generally more difficult 
to handle due to their small size 
and ability to move very quickly. 

I have a 10-year old collie- 
spaniel cross, Maya, who has 
always been very friendly. 
Recently she has started 
growling at my partner, and at 
young children in the park, 
although she never does this 
with me. I’m concerned about 
her behaviour, could this be 
due to her age? 

In the short-term you should use 
a basket muzzle as a precaution 
when you take Maya for walks 
in public, and never leave her 
unsupervised with young chil¬ 
dren. 

Sometimes aggression can 
begin later in life due to an 


underlying medical condition. 

Pain can also cause changes 
in behaviour. You should take her 
to your vet as soon as possible to 
check there are no health issues 
causing this behaviour. If Maya 
gets a clean bill of health, your 
vet can advise you on how to 
address her behaviour, which 
may involve referring you to an 
accredited pet behaviourist. For

My five-year-old labrador, 
Marley, keeps getting 
a strange rash on his nose; 
boil-like lumps 
keep appearing. 

They don’t appear to be 
painful and the vet prescribed 
antibiotics which helped, but 
the lumps keep coming back. 
Why is this? 

It sounds like Marley is being 
treated for a skin infection, and 
sometimes quite long courses of 
antibiotics are needed to fully 
treat the infection. 

I would recommend you take 
Marley back to your vet to see if 
further treatment is needed. The 
vet may feel more diagnostic 
tests should be done to better 
understand Marley’s condition. 
These could include a skin biop¬ 


sy, where a small sample of 
affected skin would be taken and 
examined at a laboratory. Then 
treatment will be based on the 
findings. 

My cat returned home with a 
cut on her leg recently, but this 
seems to be healing and she 
isn’t limping. Do I need to take 
her to the vet? 

You need to get your cat checked 
up by your vet as soon as you 
can, as untreated cuts and bites 
can lead to infection and form 
abscesses. 


It may also be causing her 
pain even if she isn’t limping. It’s 
always better for an injured pet 
to receive treatment earlier rather 
than later. Once your vet has 
checked the wound, you can 
keep it clean with a weak salt 
solution. Use a teaspoon of salt in 
a pint of lukewarm water that 
had been previously boiled, dip a 
piece of cotton wool in to the 
solution, and squeeze it above 
the wound to flush it. Allow the 
wound to dry naturally if possible 
and stop your cat from licking the 
wound, as this can introduce 
infection.

Before families could af¬ 
ford to have their own wash¬ 
ing machine - a luxury good 
at the time - public wash 
houses were a necessary 
place for working class 
women. 

On washday women would 
be seen pushing their prams 
and trolleys, full of blankets, 
sheets, towels and bed¬ 
spreads, along the North End 
Road. 

At the time, families were 


large and many of the women 
were landladies, so they 
would do the washing for 
their families and for their 
lodgers. 

Because it was impossible 
to do the ‘big wash’ in the 
sink at home, they would 
take it to get it washed, spun, 
dried and ironed at Fulham 
wash house, for just a few 
shillings. 

Fulham’s wash house was 
a women’s hub, beating at the 
heart of the community. It 
was not only a place where 
women came together to 
wash and scrub, but it was 
also a place where they could 
meet each other, make 
friends, share their troubles, 
their worries and their sto¬ 
ries during hard times.

■ith the days 
[getting longer 
I as the Sum- 
f mer Solstice 
approaches on 
Wednesday, 
June 21, stargazers will 
need to stay up later to 
allow the sky to be dark 
enough to 

reveal this month’s night 
time jewels. 

Jupiter, the king of the 
planets, continues to rule 
the night sky as it is cur¬ 
rently the brightest planet 
visible from the Earth. 

Look towards the south 
from 10.30pm to spot its un¬ 
wavering point-like light. 
For a closer look, use a tele¬ 
scope to show that Jupiter 
has a disc shape. 

You might even catch 
sight of the planet’s great 
red spot and its four largest 
moons. 

On June 3, Jupiter ap¬ 
peared to be very close to 
the waxing gibbous Moon. 
Astronomers call this a 
conjunction. 

Another planet to look for 
is Saturn. It will rise later 
than Jupiter, but Saturn 
should be high enough in 
the southern sky for planet 
hunters to see with the 
naked eye from 11.30pm. 

This time a telescope may 
reveal its beautiful rings 


and its four largest moons. 

Saturn will be at its 
brightest on Thursday, 
June 15, as it will be di¬ 
rectly opposite to the Sun in 
our sky. 

There will also be a con¬ 
junction between Saturn 
and the full moon on Fri¬ 
day, June 9. 

If you have a pair of 
binoculars and would like a 
rare chance to spot some¬ 
thing green in the sky, look 
towards the south soon 
after sunset to find Comet 
C-2015 V2 (Johnson). 

It will lie close to the 
bright star of Arcturus in 
the kite-shaped constella¬ 
tion of Bootes during the 
first half of June. 

To find Arcturus, find the

Plough and follow the curve 
of the Plough’s handle to 
the nearest bright star. 

As the comet reaches its 
closest approach to the Sun 
on Monday, June 12, it will 
become more and more ac¬ 
tive as the heat from the 
Sun will cause the comet to 
burp, splutter and crumble, 
releasing gas and dust 
and making it easier to 
see. 

The comet will still be 
visible later in the month 
but will drift closer to the 
horizon making viewing 
conditions less favourable.

While city dwellers 
feel that nature is important 
to them, they find it hard to 
connect with it as much as 
they’d like to, and a high pro¬ 
portion of people want to see 
more nature in cities. 

The survey comes at a time 
when we have stronger evi¬ 
dence than ever before that 
nature is good for us and 
makes us happy. 

However, people feel in¬ 
creasingly disconnected from 
nature and that not enough is 
being done to ensure that the 
places where most people ac¬ 
tually live and work - our 
cities - have thriving 
wildlife. 

The poll results have been 
released as The Wildlife 
Trust launched its 30 Days 
Wild challenge running 
throughout June, encourag¬ 
ing people to commit random 
acts of wildness - daily con¬ 
nections with nature - every 
day for 30 days. 

More than 35,000 have 
pledged so far, including 3,000 
schools and 1,000 
businesses. 

Lucy McRobert, of The 
Wildlife Trust, said: “The poll 
clearly shows how much na¬ 
ture means to people 
living in cities. 

“People love nature so 
much that a very high pro¬ 
portion say they are doing 
something to help care for it. 
The fact that so many adults 
want to see more nature in 


their cities is a wake-up call 
to us all. It’s a shame that 
only a fifth of city dwellers 
have experienced a special 
moment where they were 
amazed by wildlife they’d 
seen or heard in their local 
area recently - the beauty of 
wild plants and sounds of 
bees buzzing and birdsong 
should be available to us all. 

“Those wow wildlife mo¬ 
ments are all around us and 
30 Days Wild is the perfect 
way to help you do that.” 

The Wildlife Trust is urg¬ 
ing everyone to take part in 
the 30 Days Wild challenge 
and have wow moments 
every day during June. 

Discover the urban jungle 
- spot gorgeous goldfinches 
or ferns growing out of walls. 

Take action for nature by 
planting a mini-meadow in a 
window box or create a con¬ 
tainer pond! 

Ms McRobert said: “The 
poll found that very few of us 
enjoy wild places at 
lunchtime. With the pressure 
on at work, it’s easy to get 
stuck behind your desk. The 
30 Days Wild has lots of ideas 
for helping make nature part 
of your work life, as well as at 
home - less screen time, more 
green time.” 

Among those taking the 30 
Days Wild challenge this year 
include Amy Williams, 
Olympic gold medallist, TV 
presenter and public speaker. 

She said: “I have always 
been passionate about 
wildlife and looking after the 
world we live in. 

“I’ve been lucky to go on 
some amazing wild adven¬ 
tures all around the world, 
but my love of nature began 
at home. 

“Some of the greatest ad¬

Gareth Bale is in Chelsea’s sights as 
the Premier League winners seek to 
reinforce their squad with world-class 
quality in a bid for Champions League 
glory next season. 

The Welsh wizard who picked up 
his third Champions League medal in 
Real Madrid’s 4-1 demolition of 
Juventus on Saturday would cost the 
west Londoners a world-record 
£100million. 

But the Blues are cash-rich having 
accrued almost £93million from sales 
last season - with Oscar’s £60million 
move to Shanghai SIPG FC in Janu¬ 
ary making the biggest contribution 
to that cash pot. 

Technical director 
Michael Emanalo and 
the football board will 
be mulling over 
weekend comments 
from star midfielder 
Eden Hazard that he 
would listen to offers 
if Real Madrid 
came calling. 

The Spanish giants 
have wanted Hazard, 
who fractured his ankle 
while training on 
international duty at 
the weekend and who 
will be out of action for two months, 
for a couple of years, and now feel the 
Belgium skipper has matured as a 
person and more importantly 
as a player from his time at 
Stamford Bridge. 

The Chelsea Player of the Year still 
has a couple of years left on his 
contract, but the club have yet to start 
negotiations on a new one. 

It’s believed Hazard’s agents are 
looking at a £300,000 a week deal for 
him to stay at SW6. 

If the Blues decide to cut their 
losses on Hazard, they could do it 
cheaply and go down the route of a 
straight swap with Bale coming the 
other way. 


From a financial point of view this 
would suit both clubs. 

Chelsea could then be free to splash 
the cash on the their second attempt 
to prise back striker Romulu Lukaku 
from Everton. 

Last season’s failed attempt has 
simply upped the price Everton can 
put on the Belgium striker’s head 
with £85million a starting point if, as 
expected Manchester United enter the 
market for the hitman. 

The Blues could then find 
themselves in a bidding war. 

United’s first choice transfer target 
Antoine Griezmann has stated he will 
remain at Atletico Madrid for one 
more season, thus forcing United to 
look elsewhere to replace Wayne 
Rooney who is expected to exit Old 
Trafford when the transfer window 
opens on July 1. 

Chelsea are also expecting Real 
Madrid to attempt to prise away 
goalkeeper Thibaut Courtois, while 
the future of striker 
Diego Costa remains a 
doubt. Costa has ruled 
out a mega-bucks move to 
China as he says he 
wants to play for Spain in 
next year’s World Cup 
and that he would only 
leave Chelsea for Atletico 
Madrid. But with the 
Spanish club suffering a 
transfer ban until 
January, that move 
won’t happen in the 
coming season. 

The Blues may cut 
their losses with 
£32million Belgian 
striker Michy Batshuayi and attempt 
to replace him with Celtic France 
hotshot, Moussa Dembele. 

John Terry is still looking for a new 
club after leaving the Blues at the end 
of the season - he has had no joy with 
talks with Brighton & Hove Albion - 
his demand for a £100,000 a week, 
two-year deal was rebuffed by the 
Premier League new boys.
